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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "mounting flange 
integral to the top edge" as set forth in claim 4, the "radar device" as set forth in claim 8, 
the "camera" as set forth in claim 9, and the "storage integrally connected to the bottom 
surface" as set forth in claim 10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 13-16 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Note that claim 4 
is an apparatus claim and claims 13-16 are recited as method claims. Applicant may 
wish to rewrite these claims in independent form as method claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by LIPMAN 
(4,981,363). LIPMAN shows in Fig.7 a housing "82", a plurality of light generators "104 
and 108". In Fig. 2 are shown supports "28" which mount the housing to the windshield 
inside the vehicle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 2-7,11, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over LIPMAN (4,981,363) as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view 
of ANNAS (3,665,392). LIPMAN shows the invention substantially as claimed except for 
the "gripping means" attached to the "leading edge" of the "horizontal planar member. 
ANNAS shows that it is known in the art to provide a gripping means "182" as shown in 
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Fig. 2 to at least the leading edge to fasten the housing to the windshield of the vehicle. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the at the time the invention was 
made to provide a gripping means on LIPMAN as show by ANNAS for the purpose of 
attaching the housing to the windshield of the vehicle. With regard to claim 7, note 
LIPMAN reflective coating "74,76" in Fig.5, With regard to claim 12, note LIPMAN 
colored lens "68,70" also in Fig.5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 8-10 and 13-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gillespie shows signal lights attached to the front and rear of a 
vehicle at the windshield and rear window.
